In 1917 the cotton crop of 12,OOO,OOO 
bales 
was 
produced

2,000,000 
farm ers and fa rm e rs’ fam ilies. 
Of these 2,000,000 farm ers 90 per 
cent, operated sm all farm s or paid 
rent. 
Of these 2,000,000 farm ers 62 per 
cent, produced an average of 6 bale­ 
te the farm . 
The average price of cotton last 
year w a- 27.6 cents per pound; so 
that the average income of these I,* 
240.000 cotton producing fam ilies was 
about $76 per m onth fo r farm owners 
and $56 per m onth for renters. 
Of course there w ere farm ers who 
produced more than 6 bales of cot­ 
ton; but there is no industry in all the 
country so com pletely dom inated by 
the “sm all ’’ man.

SAYS DB. BIZZELL 


“The College will continue on its 
present plan of organization and pol­ 
icy,” declared President Bizzell yester­ 
day. 
“No instructions 
have 
been 
received from the committee on edu­ 
cation and special training,” he con­ 
tinued, “which would authorize an.\ 
modification of the work of the Col­ 
lege. 
It is impossible to foretell at 
this time what influence the signing 
of the armistice will have upon the 
plans of the committee on education 
and special training, which is re­ 
sponsible for the educational work oi 
the war departm ent. 
There is rn 
doubt that modifications will come as 
result of the present outlook for per 
manent peace. 
But it is my opinion 
that the work of the colleges will not 
be seriously affected at this time. 
It 
is possible that the training of men in 
section B. of the S. A. T. C. may bf 
gradually reduced, but it is very likely 
that the work of section A. will con­ 
tinue as planned, at least through the 
current scholastic yeai*. 
Students Should Stay on Job. 
“The advisable thing is for every 
student to continue his work in a 
perfectly normal way and await de­ 
velopments. 
The college authorities 
will announce changes in policy as in­ 
structions are received from the wai 
department. 
There are many com 
plex problems ahead of the author 
ities of our government which wil 
likely make it necessary to maintain 
a large army in Europe for some time 
It is not improbable that additional 
army units in training in the college.- 
and camps may be sent overseas to 
relieve our soldiers who have been or 
the fighting line for some time.
